Most  of  us  know 
that  he  is  an  ordained  minister  in  the  United  Methodist  Church,  and  one  of  the  things  he  has  been  most  concerned  for  at  Wesleyan  has  been 
to  help  us  understand  what  it  means  to  be  a  college  founded  by  and  related  to  the  United  Methodist  Church.  He  has  done  this  in  faculty  meetings, 
he  has  done  it  in  conversation,  and  he  has  done  it  at  church  gatherings  and  conferences.  ...Let  me  remind  us  of  some  of  the  wavs  Re.x  has  serx'ed 

unselfishly  and  loyally  .  .  .  that  we  have  a 
program  of  religious  studies  at  Wesleyan 

with  considerable  variety  in  both  course 

offerings  and  point  of  view  by  those  who 

teach  those  offerings  is  in  large  measure 

owing  to  Rex 's  dogged  determination  not  to 
give  in  but  to  press  on  fin  the  hardest  times] 

and  mke  the  best  of  difficult  circumstances. 

. .  He  has  advised,  counselled  and  nurtured 

many  Wesleyan  students  who  have  gone  on 

to  divinity  school  in  preparation  for  entering 

the  Christian  Ministiy...  fandj  I  want  to 

recall  and  give  thanks  for  qualities  of  his 

mind  and  heart.   We  know  how  quick-witted 

he  is.  and  he  has  laid  claim,  since  time 

immemorial,  to  being  our  resident  punster . 

So  adept  is  he  at  this  that  when  somebody 

else  gets  off  a  good  line,  often  it  is  remarked 

upon  as  a  "  Tucker  line.  "But  there 's  more  to 

his  humor  than  that.  He  has  tried  to  help  us 

see  ourselves  more  clearly  and  more  helpfully 

by  employing  humor  as  a  way  of  prodding 

and  nudging  us  towards  a  clearer  self- 
recognition.     It's  important  to  be  able  to 

laugh  at  ourselves  and  Rex  has  helped  us  do 

that.    .    .    Rex  has  also  been  remarkably 

modest  about  his  intellectual  capacity . . .  he 

is  possessed  of  signifiicant  learning,  but  he 

wears  it  lightly  and  never  pulls  rank  with  it 

.  .  .  As  was  written  long  ago.  we  say  again: 
"Well  done  good  and  faithful  .sen-ant.  "

"Tribes  people  are  those  who  enter  the  public  square  always  arguing  from  the  point  of 
view  from  their  group  or  their  allegiance  to  their  own  solidarity.  .And  you  can  think  of  the 
exploding  tiibalism  today. " 

Three  humanfactors  are  inflaming  the  civil  public  square.  The  first  is  simply  hatred.  .And 
again,  those  of  us  who  are  Christians  here  tonight  must  really  wrestle  this  one  bluntly  because 
much  of  the  hatred  in  this  country  is  Christian  hatred. 
Comments  from  Dr.  Guinness  after  his  lecture: 

"I'm  a  Christian  and  I  believe  that  the  Christian  Gospel  has  enormous  slakes  in  what's  going 
on  here:  and  I  also  believe,  sadly,  that  much  of  Ihe  deepest  chaos  and  some  of  the  hate  that  is 
bedeviling  things  here  has  to  be  laid  directly  at  the  door  of  certain  Christian  leaders  and  their

Thirtieth  Season

Novelist  Angela  Davis  Gardner,  of  Raleigh,  read  from  her  work 
at  NC  Wesleyan  College  Tue.,  Sept.  20,  at  8: 1 5  P.M.,  in  the  library  to  kick 
off  this  year's  Visiting  Writers  Series.  Her  latest  novel, Fc)n)!.s  of  Shelter. 
won  the  Sir  Raleigh  Award  for  fiction  in  1 992  and  was  chosen  as  the  best 
book  of  fiction  published  by  a  North  Carolina  writer  in  1 99 1 . 
Davis-Gardner  weaves  a  haunting  tale  of  divided  loyalties  and  family 
secrets  informs  of  Shelter.  As  Beryl  Fonteyn  recounts  her  upbringing, 
the  disappearance  of  her  father  and  the  relationships  with  her  mother, 
brother  Steve  ,  and  the  stepfather  Jack,  her  narrative  slowly  and  surely 
circles  closer  and  closer  to  the  betrayal  at  its  center.  Form.s  of  Shelter 
explores  the  ways  in  which  a  family  both  acts  out  and  denies  the  pain  at 
its  core. 

Graduating  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  English  from  Duke 
University  and  a  master  of  fine  arts  degree  from  UNC-Greensboro,  Davis- 
Gardner's  first  book,  Felice,  was  published  by  Random  House  in  1 982 
and  later  published  in  England,  France,  and  Canada.  She  received  a  NC 
Arts  Council  Fellowship  in  creative  writing  for  1 98 1  -2and  taught  at  Peace 
College'sSummerWritinglnstitutein  1982and  1984. 

Davis-Gardner  began  her  writing  career  as  a  journalist  with  the 
Daily  Press  in  Newport  News,  V  A,  and  then  as  a  journalist  for  the  News 
and  Observer  in  Raleigh.  A  Creative  Writing  Professor  at  NC  State 
University  since  1 985,  she  has  also  taught  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill,  St.  Mary's 
College,  James  Sprunt Technical  Institute,  Northern  Illinois  University, 
UNC-  Greensboro,  Guilford  College,  and  Tsuda  College  in  Tokyo. 

Professor  Reynolds  Price 
Reynolds  Price  once  again  captivated  the  audience  of  NC  WC  students 
and  Rocky  Mount  citizens  in  1994. 

On  Oct.,  26. 1 994  Reynolds  Price  returned  to  NC  Carolina  Wesleyan  Campus  to  read  from  his  latest  book.  Praised  for  his  fiction  since 
he  won  the  William  Faunker  Foundation  Award  for  his  first  novel,  Reynolds  Price  has  created  many  volumes  in  the  past  30  years.  He  read 
from  both^  Whole  New  Life-  the  story  of  his  own  battle  with  cancer  of  the  spine,  a  war  that  left  the  writer  paralyzed,-  and  from  The  Honest 
Account  of  a  Memorable  Life,  a  retelling  of  the  life  of  Jesus  with  the  stories  of  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke  and  John  set  side-by-side  in  a  single 
harmonious  account. 

My  version  of  the  life  and  meaning  has  a  spine  like  this.  In  the  reign  of  the  Roman  emperor  Augustus,  a  young  man- 
-interided  by  God  as  his  son-grows  tip  obscurely  in  northern  Palestine.  From  early  years  he  pounders  the  aim  of  his 
life  and  confirms  his  sense  of  uttique  Sonship  in  the  revelatoiy  moment  of  his  baptism  by  John,  a  desert  prophet.  Jesus 
ratifies  that  sonship.  to  his  own  amazement  and  doubt,  in  a  crowded  tour  of  teaching  and  healing  through  the  towns 
atid  farms  of  his  home  district.  Galilee.  His  doubts  are  resolved  when  he  learns,  in  a  moment  of  exaltation  on  the  heights 
of  Mount  Herman,  that  his  fated  mission  is  the  largest  in  histoty-the  blood  redemption  of  humankind  from  its  willful 
fall  into  self  and  greed.-fcom  preface  to   The  Honest  Account

Her  latest  novel  opens  with  a  funny  scene  of  a  chicken  truck 
accident  and  closes  with  the  death  of  a  child.  She  has  done  an  incredible 
and  masterful  job  modulating  from  a  comical  southern  scene  to  a  tragic 
ending,"  commented  Dr.  Flowers  of  the  English  Department. 

Betts  joined  the  UNC  Creative  Writing  Faculty  as  a  lecturer  in 
1 966.  .splitting  her  time  between  teaching  and  writing  as  she  does  today. 
Teaching  keeps  her  fresh  for  w  riting.  "You  can  only  write  so  many  hours 
a  day  under  the  best  circumstances.  After  that,  your  prose  goes  sour, 
goes  bad"  she  explained.  "1  like  teaching  very  much.  1  found  it  as  creative 
and  exciting  almost  as  wnting--not  quite,  but  almost." 

"It's  very  important  forme  to  remain  involved  with  the  young 
people."  she  continued,  "especially  the  very  young.  They  stop  your 
arteries  from  hardening  quite  so  fast.  And  I'm  very  proud  of  oursludents 

here  in  North  Carolina." 

Away  from  the  academic  setting.  Betts  teaches  Sunday  School 
at  a  small  Presbyterian  Church  in  Pittsboro.  not  far  from  the  farm  where 
she  grow  s  old  fashioned  roses,  some  imported  from  Germany.  England 
and  Canada.  She  lives  with  her  husband  Lowry.  a  distnct  court  judge, 
on  their  80  acre  Arabian  horse  farm  about  20  miles  from  UNC-Chapel  Hill. 


Ms  Wilson  graduated  from 
Women's  College  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  She  has  taught  at  Wake  Forest,  and  at 
Salem  College;  in  1993  she  was  visiting  writer  at  Cornell  University.

In  1992  she 
was  recipient  of  an  Arts  Council  grant  for  creative  non-fiction,  a  project  which  includes  the 
fictive  histories  of  women  beginning  with  Rebecca  Boone.  Daniel's  wife.  Her  work  in  progress 
includes  a  co-authored  first  history  of  women  in  N.  Carolina.

We  also  won  the  first 
annual  Dixie  Conference 
Championship  Tournament  with 
an  exciting  win  over  Methodist. 
The  Tournament  Championship 
left  us  with  a  14-0  mark  in 
Conference  play.  For  the  second 
straight  year,  we  were  selected  to 
host  the  NCAA  South  Regional 
Championships.  We  won  the 
tournament  in  three  straight 
games  by  defeating  Bridgewater 
12-0,  Ferrum  8-1,  and  Mary 
Washington  18-2.  The  victory 
sent  us  to  the  College  World  Series 
for  the  8th  time  since  1981.  The 
final  national  poll  ranked 
Wesleyan  6th  after  a  win  over 
Ithaca  College  and  losses  to 
Carthage  College  and  Montclair 
State  University. 

Highlights  during  the 
season  mcluded  the  twenty-four 
game  winning  streak  to  open  the 
year.  After  the  team's  first  loss, 
they  had  another  hot  streak  of 
fourteen  in  a  row.  They  were  4 1  -2 
going  into  the  World  Series  with 
both  losses  coming  in  an  extra 


innings. 

In  all,  our  team  played  9 
games  against  teams  that  made  the 
Division  III  tournament  finishing 
with  a  9-0  record  against  these 
opponents. 

Overall,  the  N.C. 
Wesleyan  team  finished  23-0  at 
home,  1 1-2  away  and  7-0  on  neutral 
fields. 

During  the  season 
several  players  were  able  to  break 
or  tie  single  season  and/or  career 
records  with  their  performance 
this  year  and  over  the  past  four 
years.  Stan  Mohn  set  a  season 
record  by  appearing  in  27  games. 
Troy  Yeager  finished  his  career 
with  a  2 1 -3  record  placing  him  first 
on  the  career  won-lost  percentage 
list(.875).  Tim  Kemp  finished  his 
career  with  1 69  games  played  (5th 
on  the  all  time  list),  664  at  baths 
(4th),  282  total  bases  (8th),  60 
stolen  bases  (7th),  8  triples  (7th), 
117RBrs(8th),  163runs(7th),35 
doubles  (tie  6th).  and  2 1 0  hits  (5th). 
Tom  D'Aquila  finished  with  31 
homeruns  (5th),  303  total  bases 
(7th),  152RBrs(6th),  15triples(tie 
1st),  137  runs  (9th),  38  doubles 
(5th),  and  172  hits  (10th).  Tom  also 
finished  his  career  with  a  .394 
batting  average  second  only  to 
Doug  Flowers.
